ANN ARBOR — The tardy ar-! 
,Tival of spring and a fresh as- 
‘ sortment of springtime stars and: 
‘constellations mark astronomic- | 
al events this month, says Uni-: 
i versity of Michigan ‘astronomer | 
‘Hazel M. Losh. 

Spring will start at 1:38 a.m. 
EST on March 21 as the sun! 
crosses the equator on its way| 
jn north. 

The event wili occur six hours 
later than it did last year, Prof. 
Losh says, because the earth! 
takes about a quarter of a day 
longer than one calendar year 
to complete its trip around the 
sun, The error is made up every 
four years with a “leap year” 
containing an extra day, 

Appearing this month to usher 
jin the new season are several 
springtime stars and constella- 
tions. 

One of the chief star groups 
in the spring sky is Bootes, ap- 
:Pearing low over the eastern 
horizon. Bootes is supposed to 
represent a man carrying a 
}Spear but Prof. Losh observes, 
jthe grouping looks more like a! 
kite. The star Arcturus, 100; 
times brighter than our sun,! 
marks the kite’s tail. 

As a hunter, Bootes appears 
to be chasing the Great Bear 
(Big Dipper) around the north 
celestial pole, Prof. Losh says. 
This is why the constellation is 
often called the Bear Driver. 

Rising with Bootes, but farth- 
er south, is the constellation Vir- 
, £0. Its brightest star is Spica, 
jthe harbinger of spring, Prof. | 
Losh comments. 

She notes that the stars Spica 
in Virgo and Arcturus in Bootes 
can be found along a curved line ; 
[extending downward from the 
handle of the Big Dipper. 

Rising after Bootes in the) 
Northeast is a semi-circle of| 
; Stars called the Corona Borealis 
or Northern Crown. This celes- } 
j tial tiara, shaped like a hack-} 
ward “C’', is formed by seven 
évenly-spaced stars. 

The brightest member of the: 

Northern Ciown is Gemma, * ‘the | 
pearl of the crown.” Ancient 
Arab astronomers, to whom the 
constellation resembled a bowl, 
named the star Alphecca or 
“bright one of the dish.” 

Prof. Losh adds that four plan- 
ets, all visible in February, can! 
still be seen this. month. 

Venus, the bright “morning! 
star,”’ rises a few hours before. 
the sun in the east. Juniper riscs 
around midnight, followed two 
jhours later by Mars. Saturn ap- 
oo low in the southwestern:

The part that doesn’t 
fit the picture very well is the fact Congress raised 
their own salaries from $30,000 to $42,500 per year 
or about 42 percent. All of us would iike a 42 per- 
cent salary increase, but try and get it, while op- 
erating a small business!”

Gisé Of hain top ausisianis, Press Secretary Geurge 
Weeks, has Deen quoied iis abuui tis bus and 
the vice-presidential potential: ‘ 

“He (Milliken) considers it fantacy, Even if 
Agnew’s position were to be open, the governor 
considers Nelson Rockefeller the logical 
replacement. But more than that, he considers the 
talk as damaging to him here in Michigan. He feels 
that you can't do a good job of being governor if 
you're invalved in national politics, and there's 
also the possibility that he could become fair game 


for legislative attacks. He doesn’t want any part of 
it.” 


Mr. Weeks’ comments are proper for public 
consumption, but they’re really so much nonsense.
